That is, 
it has been interpreted that one or more tiles of one group may be a tile(s) for another group. Say there are 4 tiles: 1 , 2, 3, 4. 1 ,2 and 3 
(group B) are matching tiles and 4 is the wild. Player picks tiles 1 and 2 (group A). Then the player picks tile 4 (the wild) which reveals tile 3 
(which completes group B) and uncovers the picture from underneath all 4 tiles (simultaneous award).
